TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Candia, in the County 
of Rockingham, in said State qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs : | 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Candia on Tuesday the fourteenth day of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for the celebration of Memorial Day. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) to be 
used for the maintenance of fire apparatus and equipment 
of the Candia Volunteer Firemen’s Association, Inc., the 
money to be expended under the direction of the Firemen’s 
Association. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) for the use of 
the Smyth Public Library; the money to be expended 
under the direction of the Smyth Public Library Associa- 
tion. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) for white pine 
blister rust control as a relief measure, the money to be 
spent in co-operation with and under the supervision of the 
State Forestry Department. 


6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate five hun- 
dred and forty-eight dollars and forty-two cents ($548.42) 
for Town Road Aid, to which the State will contribute two 
thousand one hundred and ninety-three dollars and sixty- 
seven cents ($2,193.67), to be expended on town roads 
under state supervision, or eight hundred and sixty-five 
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dollars and fifty cents ($865.50) for State Aid Construc- 
tion to which sum the State will contribute one thousand 
seven hundred and thirty dollars ($1,730.00) to be ex- 
pended on the Chester Turnpike. 


7. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for the maintenance of roads and bridges including gen- 
eral expense. 


8. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
purchase a new road grader with or without tractor and 
pass a vote relative to financing the cost. 


9. To see if the town will authorize improvements to be 
made in and around the Town Hall and pass any vote rel- 
ative thereto. 


10. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
build a tool house near the Town Hall to replace the old 
horse sheds and appropriate money for the same. 


11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate one hun- 
dred dollars ($100.00) to establish a trust fund to be known 
as the Cyrus Prescott fund, the interest to be used for the 
upkeep of the Cyrus Prescott lot in the Hill Cemetery. 


12. To see if the town will vote to accept such Trust 
Funds as have not been already accepted. 


13. To see what action the town will take regarding a 
contract with the N. H. Gas & Electric Co., for the main- 
tenance of: street lighting. 


14. To see if the town will authorize the tax collector 
to make a charge of twenty cents additional on poll taxes 
after October first. 


15. To see what action the town will take in hia to 
a superintendent of town cemeteries. 


16. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen and 
treasurer to negotiate temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes. 


17. To see what action the town will take relative to 
renewing or refunding long term notes.

18. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
real estate taken over by the town for non-payment of 
taxes. 


19. To see if the town will vote to accept that portion 
of the budget not already acted upon and appropriate 
money for the same. 


20. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF RELIEF AGENT 


The rendering of assistance to the needy in Candia has 
been subject to various changes again during the past 
year. On June 1, 1938, the law passed by the 1933 Legis- 
lature relative to the question of determining settlements 
became effective, and since that date the burden carried by 
the town has been considerably reduced. On July 1, 1938, 
the State Department of Public Welfare took over the ad- 
ministration of certain branches of relief, the principal one 
of which affecting Candia is the aid to the aged, commonly 
called Old Age Assistance. Under the present law the town 
is charged 25% of the cost of this aid rendered to persons 
for whom the town is responsible. The state reimbursed 
the town for 20% of the cost of direct relief rendered dur- 
ing the months of February, March and April, but no longer 
participates in the cost of local administration of relief. 

The income derived by many Candia men from work on 
W. P. A. projects has been of inestimable value to the town 
in furnishing many families with a means of support, a part 
of which at least the town would have had to contribute 
had this source of income not been available. While it is 
impossible to accurately measure the effect of W. P. A. on 
the amount of relief payments, the cost certainly would be 
greatly increased without it, with a resulting increase in 
the tax rate. The benefits from the distribution of food 
and clothing by the Surplus Commodities has been of great 
importance also. 

Special mention is herewith made of the reimbursement 
in full by Mrs. Mary Riordan for aid rendered to Peter 
and Margaret Beaudry. This further substantially increases 
the amount of money with which the town has been re- 
imbursed during the past few years, and the importance of 
it should be fully appreciated by all.
